Vienna, February 18. 
HE 16th the Emperor made the Gount 
\ of Herberftein Vice-Prefident of the 
Council of War. Count Jorger died 
here yefterday, and is much lamented 
for his Merit and good Qualities. Ge- 
neral Heifter return’d out of the great Ifland of Schut 
to his Head Quarters at Bofing the 1oth of this 
Month ; and the next day march’d from thence a- 
gen, with a great Body of Foot and Horfe, in Queft 
of fome Troops of the Malecontents that infeft the 
Borders of Moravia ; but we learn fince that hearing 
of his Marching towards them they fled : So that at 
efent all is quiet in that Province, as well as on the 
Frontier of the lower Auftria on both fides the Da- 
nube. Mean time the Count of Porcia arriv’d here 
yefterday from Presbourg, with Advice that fince Ge- 
neral Heifter left the great Ifland of Schur, the Male- 
contents are return’d into it ; that the 13th Inftant 
one of their Parties pafs’d the Danube, and carried off 
the chief Magiftrate of Rakendorp, with many of the 
Inhabitants and a good Number of Horfes ; and that 
Count Caroli threatens to advance with a ftrong Bo- 
dy of Horfe and Foor to make a new Ravage on the 
Frontier of the Lower Auftria, on this fide of the Lei- 
ta, and quite up to this City. We learn from Buda, 
thar Prince Ragotski has f{ummon’d the Inhabitants 
of the open Country about that Place to Arm and 
joyn him forthwith on the Tibifcus. General Rabu- 
tin who commands in chief in TranGlvania, has fent 
Word to his Imperial Majefty, that he: has fo well pro- 
vided Hermanftad,Deva,and Fogaroth,with all things 
neceflary for their Defence, that they are fufficiently 
fecur'd for + Year againft any Attempts the Male- 
contents of that Country commanded by Count For- 
gatz may make. upom them. They write from A- 


rath in the lower Hungary, that 1500 Hungarians or ~ 


Rarfians of the Garrifon in that Place, being our to 
get Intelligence what Troops of the Malecontents 
were in the Neighbourhood of Great Waradin, met 
3 Troops of them in the Village of Koncadi3 Leagues 
from Great Waradin; they attack’d them and intirely 
defeated them, killing moft of them in the Action 
and Purfuir, and taking 52 Prifoners, poses, a 
Collonel,and divers Subaltern Officers; together with 
one pair of Kettle-Drums, feveral Standards, and a 
Booty of 3000 Sheep,2000 large Cattle,many Horfes, 
and a great, Number of Waggons loaded with Provi- 
fions. The Archbifhop of Colocza having acquainted 
the Court, that he had learnt by feveral Letters, that 
the Malecontents of Hungary are defirous the Con- 
ferences about a Peace may be renew’d: Thereupon, 
as well as upon the repeated Inftances 
of England and Holland on the. fame abject, the 
Emperor has found himfelf oblig’d to fend again into 
Hangary, the Baron Sirmay, and Occolizzani Vice- 
Proyott of the Chapter of Colocza,with a Commiffion 
co treat with Deputies from the Malecontents of the 
Preliminaries to an Accommodation.

Frankfort, Feb. 25. The Baron d’Almelo is ex- 
pected here daily from Caffel; he defigns to return 
{peedily to Holland, whence ’tis reported he will be 
fent by the States General to the Court of Vienna, 
with the Lord Pager the Queen of England’s Envoy 


extraordinary, who it feems is expected at the Hague 
from England. They write from Ratisbon, that Car- 
dinal Lamberg, who arriv'd there the 19th, has made

Troops quarter'd in their Gountry; as alfo of the 
loofe Difcipline obferv’d by thofe Troops. The Re- 
cruits for the Contingent furnith’d by this City to- 
wards the Army of the Empire,are fent to their Com- 
panies. Horfes bought up for remounting the Ca- 
valry on the Mofelle, frequently pafs chis way thi- 
therwards. Paffingets from the Palatinate report, 
that the Fortifications of Landau are begun to be re- 
pait’d; and that the Bailywicks about that Place are 
oblig'd to furnifh a certain Number of Men to that 
Work daily.

Pars, Feb. 27. *Tis advis’d from Brefcia, that the 
Count de Lautrec’s Wound is not dangerous, and that 
the Surgeons do not doubr of curing him {peedily. 
The Prince and Princefs of Vaudemont, have {ent to 
compliment him on his acquitting himfelf with the 
Bravery he did in the Action wherein he receiy'’d this 
Wound. The Duke of Vendome.offers to give in 
Exchange for him feveral Officers that are Prifoners 
in his Hands. The Princefs of Urtini has receiv’d 
Letters from the King and Queen of Spain, in which 
they exprefs great Impatience for her Return; and 
fhe is preparing to fet out from hence for the Court 
of Madrid with all Expedition. When the Marthal 
de Villeroy atriv’d at Marly, the 20th Inftant, the 


King was in his Clofer with Madam de Maintenon ; 


and being inform’d of the Marfhal’s attending with- 
out, he open’d the Door himfelf, and receiv’d him 
with this remarkable Expreffion, We are both over- 
jord te fee you. . 
From the Paris Gazette, dated Feb. 28. 
Bruffels, Feb. 20. They write from Luxemburg, 
that the Marfhal de Villars was arriv’d at Metz, to 


take a View of the Places on that Frontier and of the 


Troops quarter’d in them. The Enemy were getting 
together Stores of Provifions at Bonne and Coblentz, 
and fending the fame up the Mofelle to Triers. But 
"tis faid great part of thefe Provifions is confum’d as 
faft as it arrives, becaufe of the great Number of 
Troops the Enemy have about Triers, and of the Ste- 
rility of the Country, where for fome time there has 
been a great Scarcity of Provifions and Forrage. "Tis 
advis’d from the Hagwe, thar the States of Holland 
feparated the 14th of this Month, and are not to meet 
agen till the next. Before they feparated, they con- 
fented to the Levying of the two hundredth Penny, 
payable four Times this Year: Which takes away 
half the Income of private Perfons, not to mention 
the other exceffive Impofts upon all that is confum’d 
in Holland. Notwithftanding which they are in fo 
great want of Money for the publick Occafions, that 
the faid States were inclin’d to augment this Tax of 
the two hundredth Penny ; bur thought heft not to 
attempt it, becanfe they were inform’d the Peaple do 


already fuffer, with great Concern and Impatience, 


the Taxes they are burthen’d with. The Englith have 
given them new caufe of Complaint, by fiezing as 
Prizes 8 or ro Dutch Ships bound home from Bor- 
deaux and other Ports of France, with Pafports. The 


States General demanded Satisfaction for this in 


England : 
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England : But finding a delay made to do them Juftice, 
they fent moft exprefs Orders to their Envoy in 
England, to declare that they will ufe Reprifals, and 
roceed to the laft Extremities, rather than fuffer fuch 
jolences.. We are affur'd thefe Threats have had 
Effect, and thar the Englith have promis’d the States 
General to fatisfy them.
